"GOOD ROADS" PROGRESSING. 


Stretch From city Limits North Will 


Shortly 
Be 
Laid

San Bernardino road, west of Covina, 
between Covina and Baldwin Park, is 
progressing rapidly. The road is badly 
torn up, and is almost impassable, bu't 
will be finished in about six weeks. 
The force of men has reached as far 
as the Adams ranch, and a good deal 
of the crushed rock has already been 
rolled. At Baldwin Park the road is 
finished, and tho citizens of that com- 
munity are rejoicing in a fine square 
in the center of the village, which is 
laid in the finest macadam of any of 
the work in the entire project. While 
the condition of the roads in this dis- 
trict was never worse than at the 
present time, it is because of their 
torn up condition, and next fall the 
people will be ableto ride in almost 
any direction, over roads as good as 
the famous Roman roads of antiquity.

Marble Polishing. 


Marble 
polishing 
is 
simple 
and 


quickly done. 
The cakes are carried 


from the sawing room and placed on 
a flat revolving iron table. The iron 
brushes off the rough particles on the 
surface, and the operation takes about 
five minutes. 
Then the slab is at- 


tacked by a man with an emery wheel. 
Three grades of emery are used, and 
it's only about a minute to each grade. 
Next come three doses of felt, each 
time the felt growing finer in grade 
The felt is attached in a layer to a 
flat wheel, spun by electricity, and as 
St hums you can see the marble be- 
gin to sparkle. The finishing touches 
are put on with the use of a fine felt 
rub, oxalic aclA, and oxide of zinc. 
The operator simply smears the sur- 
face with the mixture, gives a couple 
of minutes' vigorous turn of the wheel, 
and the slab then goes to the packer.— 
New York Press.

Washington products, with a highly-wrought desire to play to his 
constituents by an advocacy of a free list in every other part of tin- 
country. 
The voter should know by this time that the tariff is a great 


reciprocal budget, and efforts to segregate it bring disaster. 
The 


•'all-for-me-and-nothing-i'or-you" policy of grandstand players in tin* 
House of Representatives is a childish method that the voter has come 
to an ability to detect.
